1950. He informed that STANKIENICZ was subleasing the apartment of 
BERNAJRD M.' ABRAHAM during ABRAHAM'S absence from Chicago. 

iriLUAMS made arallable a letter directed to hie office by ABRAHAM on Oc- 
tober 23, 1930, the pertinent contents of which are as follows*

the letter was signed by BERNARD M. ABRAHAM, and a post script indicated 
that his forwarding address from November 1, 1950, until January 31, 1951, 
would be Los Alamos Sclsntiflc Lsboratory, Post Office Box 1663, Los Alamos, 
New Mexico. 


Concerning BERNAKD M. ABRAHAM, it le to be noted that Confidential Inform- 
ant T-1, a government agency which conducts personnel and intelligence In- 
''restigatioDS, advised In 1944 that on May 24, 19U, BERNARD MORTECAI 'ABRAHAM, 
7706 Harper, Chicago 37, Illinois, disclosed classified Information per- 
taining to the Atcoiic fiiergy Project at a time when he was employed by the 
Atomic QMrgy Project without first determining -whether the recipient of I 
the Information was authorised to receive such InfaraatlOD. 


On the ba^ of this the War Department later requested that ABRAHAM be 
dismiesedSrcn the Atomic Ebergy Project, but this was given reconsidera- 
tion, and^RAHAM was released from the project for one month without pay. 
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llTi JGilN ll^lAUS stated that he knenr oothing irhatsoever concerning the 
backgronnc^f Mr. or Mrs. STANEIEWICZ, but that a reliable and long-tijne 
•mploTee of McKey and Poa^e, Mrs. KATHERINE MC KAMI, resided In the apart- . 
ment Immediately adjacent to the STANKlSincZs and might know them person- 
ally. 

Mrs. KATHERINE MC KAMI, cashier, McKey and Poague, U72 East 63rd Street, 
adrlsed on February 5, 1951 that she «sided at 5706 South Harper in the 
apartment adjacent to that of BERNARDi^RiHAM and idilch was temporarily be* ' 
Ing occupied by Mr. and Mrs. EDffAfiD SifANKlEtTICZ, sublessees of ABRAHAM. 

Mrs. MC KAMI stated that she did not know the STANKIEWICZs personally and 
had no InformatloD ehateoever concerning their background or actlTltles. 

She stated that they apparently had few risltors and that she had no reason 
to suspect them of any subversive or unpatriotic activities. She advised 
that both Mr. and Mrs. STANKIEWICZ habitually spoke in such loud voices 
that she had on several Instances asked them to be more quiet in their 
apartment. 

Mrs. H. KERffIN, Manager of the Plcadllly Hotel, 5107 South Blaekstone, ' qd- 
vised on February 5» 195 1» that registration cards of that hotel reflected 
that FLORENCE FREISER registered there on October 19, 1950, and checked 
out on November 5> 1950. FREISER had listed her home address as 1879 
48tb Street, Brooklyn, New lork. .. 

Records of the Cook County Bureau of Vital Statistics' were examined on * 
February 5, 1931» and reflected that an affidavit for marriage was exe- 
cuted on November 2, 1950, by HWARD STANKIEWICZ of 5706 South Harper 
$ni FLORENCE FREISER, also of 5706 South Harper. STANKIEWICZ ' s date of ' 
birth was given as November 14, 1921, and that of FREISER* s as November 
20,1 1922. Certificate of Marriage No. 2158819 reflected that EZmARD 
STANKIEWICZ and FLORENCE FREISER were married on November 5, 1950, by 
Rabbi SOLGUON S. HECHT at 1246 Independence Boulevard, Chicago, Illinois. 

On February 21, 1951, Confidential Informant T-2, of known reliability, ad- 
vised that EENTARD and FLORENCE STANKIEWICZ had moved from 5706 South Harper 
after the return of BERNARD ABRAHAM from New Mexico and were now residing 
at 6059 South Harper. The Informant revealed that FLORENCE STANKIEWICZ was 
employed by a Jewish welfare agency on the West Side of Chicago.

According to those reports this 
group’s activities were directly concerned with the personnel 
of the I'adiQtinn Laboratory at Berkeley, California, and it 
was tiic opinion of T-l that the intent of this Bemmittce was 
to bring together scientists, including personnel in tte i'lartiation 
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Laboratory for the purpose, intentional or ultimate, 
of obtaining information concerning various scientific 
developments, includ.inf' developments on the project at 
the Radiation Laboratory* According to T-1, announce- 
ments of meetings for the Science for Victory Committee 
vere issued on a mimeographed form on a printed letterhead 
of the Science for Victory Committee. Those notices were 
signed by SANDP^COLLINS , the vife of FRANiTS^LLINS, both 
of whom were, ac^rding to T-i, prominent in communist 
organizations in the San Francisco Bay area. The announced 
purposes of the Science for Vi^ory Committee were dlscnceed 
in the statement made b y BnUCEftp/.YTON . liOh Panoramic Way, 
Berkeley, California. DAYTON st'>t::d that the Coimnittee was 
the outgrowth of a meeting held last May whan Congressman 
KILOOitE spoke in behalf of his Bill regarding mobilization. 

OnvO of the main purposes of the Committee at that time, 
according to DAYTON* s statement, was the further study of 
tlie problems in’^olvcd in the Bill and the preparation and 
forwarding to Congressman KELGOI® of recommendations for 
amondmonts to the Bill, 

Informant! on furnished by a Confidential Informant of T-1 
established that BIIUCE DAYTON, among others, had been active 
in promoting the organizational vioj^ of the Science for 
Victory Committee and in organizing a radio forum. 

T-1 expressed the opinion that alth'*ugh the announced pur- 
poses of the Science for Victory Committee are sot out 
above, there is definite evidence, regardless of the good 
faith of some of the members of the Committee, that it is 
to be used by the Communist Party as a front organization 
for propaganda and espionage. Reports from three Confidential 
Informants of T-1 shoved that SA^JDllA COLLINS and her husband 
FRi'iNK COLLINS, both known Communists, were apparently in charge 
of this phase of the work. 

Accqrding to T-1 the F.A.E.C.T. Union had not been entirely 
successful in its program to organize scientific personnel. 

Its efforts to organize the personnel of the Radiation Laboratory, 
University of California, had been particularly disappointing. 

It was therefore believed by T-1 that the Science for Victory 
Commitl-ee was to bo used as a more subtle approach to the ends 
sought by the Communist Party In this organization, 
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On December 8, T-1 advised th'^t it had been ascertained 

that the Science for Victory Committee refused to give a List 
of names of persons belonging to their Committee to the Gevem— • 
ment, although tho Committee desired Government sponsorship 
through the ’hr Production Board and one Mr. McLB/iN, The 
refusal of the Science for Victory Committee to let their 
names bn known to the Government before they obtained sponsor- 
ship was bolieved by T-1 to be to forestall a record check 
of those names and a detemination that they '.‘.re all m:mb(;rs 
of the Communist Party, T-1 learned that BPIICE DAYTON was 
unwilling to comply with a request from McLEAN for a list of 
names of the Science for Victory Committee members, 

T-1 renortod the receipt of information from an Informant in 
early i9U'4 ^ihich in^’icated that BEP.NAUD PETFJ'^ had informed 
D;A'T0N that OiYTON was not . hired by the Kadiation Laboratory 
becau?'- PAYTCN was Chairman of the Science for Victory Committee

D.'J^ID GPlEENGLAS^ and his wife ROTH GREENGL/SS have advised 
that they wore ij«tfcrutte'd : to work In the Soviet espionage 
apoaratus by JULIUS ROSENBERG, a brother-in-law of DAVID 
GlEEf’GL/v'^'^ and JULIUS'S wife ETHEL GrtEENOL*\SS FiOSENBEl^G. 

JULIUS ROSENBEPiG was arrested by Agents of the New York 
Office on July 17, 1950 j and ETHEL ROSENBERG was arrested 
by Agent sof the New York Office on August 11, 1950, They 
were indicted by a Federal Grand Jury, Southern District 
of New York on August 17, 1950, for violation of the espionage

Both DAVID and ROTH GREENGLASS have advised that they learne’d

He stated he was emi:)loyed 
as a lie search Assistant at Cornell Ch iver si ty Laboratory of 
Nuclear Studies, DiVYTON advised that he came to Ithaca for 
the first time in the latter part cf January I 9 I 16 for the 
purpose of entering upon the above employment at Cornell, 

Di'iYTON ackitted being a very close friend and assc^ into of 
AIFr.'Sr S/.r/.m, He stated he met SAiiANT for the first time 
in tho summer of 19U6 at Ithaca, New York. DAYTON advised 
th^t in 19l;7 he purchased a lot on Cayuga Heights Rd, and 
began building his own home there. He completed this house 
in the Siiring of 19!i8 and immediately thereafter S.'JAANT declared 
th'it he would like to bid Id a similar house on the adjoining 
lot, DAYTON agreed to assist R'RANT in the building venture

A'roen in the apartment at 65 Morton Street, New York City 
whore S/rJiNT had formerly resided. DAYTON further declared 
tbob he had never boon in that building and never had been in 
vicinity of New York City, At that time DAiYTON stated

vho ,i.riterview w.as in tho latter p.art of January 1950 
•■^hen he traveled to New York to .attend the annual meeting 
of tho Auncrican PhysicoJ. Society at Columbia University, 

DAlYI'OM stated that wliile in New York for this mui-’ting he 
st<ayod at t]ie home of a friend of his, Mr. LOUIS 'FlISA, 262 
Central P.ark ’'A, New York City, He described Mr, ’'EIS.S as 
a practicing attorney in Now York, 
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■On September 11, 1950, LOUIS F, BUOENZ, former Managing 
Editor of the “Daily Ivbrker", an East Coast Communist 
newspaper, and Communist Party functionary, until hoJ:roke 
with the Party in October 19U5i advised that LOUIS S.^i'FJSS, 
a brother of C/iEOL WJSS KING, was a “concealed Ccjnraunist." I‘-- 
BUDENZ explained that a "concealed Communist" was a person 
who does not hold himself out as a Cominunist and 'vh o would 
; deny^membership in the Party. BUDEHZ advised that CAhOL 
. N^EISS^NG, Now York Attorney, former Counsel for the 

unmmunist Party, was also a “concealed Communisto" ■ 

On July 2U, 1950, Special Agint HErJ^'AN C. LITTLEJOHN of 
the New York Office displayed a photograph of DAYTON to 
FLOYJ) EL’^I, Jr,, Superintendent of the apartment building 
at 65 i-i'''rton St,, New York City, and e:L’'''YN identified it 
an a pii'.'tograph of a man he had observed about July or 
August 19ij9 in the lobby of 65 Morton Street, EL’YN stated 
that thi.s man ha^ opened the mailbox for Apartment 6l 
and had told EL^'YN in answer to a question that, "Mr, PEIIL 
was in Ao.artment 61," SL’-'YN also stated that in the latter

DAYTON was one of two men who were with PELL moving furniture

1950 DAYTON voluntarily accompanied Special Zigent DONiiLD E, 
hONET of tho Albany Office from Ithaca, New York, to the 
Newark, New Jersey Aiirport, DAYTON and Special Agent AONEY 
w.-.ro met at tlie airport by Special Agents hOBEKT F. kOYAL and 
‘ HETiT'A'-N C. LITTLEJOHN, who viere accompanied by Mr. and Mrs. 

FLOYD E1/-T-I, Jr, and ELOYP EL'YN, Sr,, former Superintendent 
at 65 Morton Street, At this time the three EL’^WS were 
introduced to DAITON and talked to him, Mr. and. Mrs, ELLYN, 

Jr, positively identified D/.YTON as tho man tlioy had seen 
at 65 Morton 5t, , in the summer of 191 j 9 and. in January 1950, 
FLOYD EIZ'^yN, Sr., who on July 2U, 1950, was unable to identify 
a photograph of DAYTON, subsequently ad'vised that after a 
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personal meeting with DAYTON he could identify DAYTON es 
a man he had observed oh several occa-ions in the building 
at 65 Morton Street prior to February 19^0. 

In the summor of 1951 one G/a.Y PICfC’.AD advised that fie resided 
ih /liFTiED SAHANT’s apartT:-.ent at 65 Morton Street with one 
NAXHELL FIN^STCNE on a jjra-tia basis from approxiiuatcly i->ctnhGr 
19!i9 to January 1950. PICItJD advised that during the Christmas 
period of I9I49 FIMESTONE told him that he had receivod information 
from the owners of the npartm.ant at 65 Morton St. to the effect 
tint t!iis apartment would have to be vacated, PXCKAAD advised 
t'n.t FIMESTOiJE moved his belongings from the Mr'rton St, apartment 
in January 1950 and that FINSSTONE and himself moved the rcTnaining

BRUCE DAYTON at the recent meeting’ of .the American Physical 
Society which took place at Harvard College in the latter 
part of January 19f>3. T-U stated that it was normal for 
scientists to get together at one or two meetings a year 
and he presumes DAYTOK’s desire to appear at the American 
Physical Society meetings were prompted both from a profcsrional 
standpoint and also for the purpose of obtaining employment, 

T-li stated that it w .s his understanding that DAYTON'S contract 
with the Massachusetts Institute of Technology would terminate 
in the Pali of 195^3 -and he was desirous of obtaining employment 
with another University prior to his termination date* 

T-U stated that while attending the aforementioned scientific 
meetings at Cambridge, Massachusetts, it was his understanding 
that DAYTON was residing at the home of JUDITH BrEGM/.N, a Staff 
Member in the Chemistry Department of the Massachusetts Institute 
of Technology, The telephone directory of theVMassachusetts 
Institute of Technology indicates that ra JUDITH'^) EGMAN, believed 
to be identical, is Research Associate in Chemistry a-b the Massa- 
chusetts Institute of Technology and resides at 72 Francis Avenue, 
Cambridge, Massachusetts# T-U s’tatcd that it was his understanding 
that on one occasion ■luring DAYTON'S recent visit to Boston 
he spent an evening at the hone of his immediate superior 
HF,7iBETiT XJDGE, iirhcvj* # according to Masfachusetts Institute of 
Technology records I'esides at Ul Jordan Avenue, V-'^kofield, 
Massachusetts, 

T-U stated he had lf?^,rned that DAYTON had cxi'sressed a desire 
to become reunited vJ.th his wife CATiOL if such were possible 
but had. indica-ted ’cha'A this did not appear to be likoly# 

This Informant said tliat ijAYTON had also indicated th.at he 
I'.rhended to ^-01 '"L ''.o-v-; ti’:- " -.haca. New York, and that he 
-■fr-s^ coiis;id,ori’ag a •.’Vi-’ or:.' .^rora his wife CAROL DAYTON, whom 
the'^ Inf ormant un(:te:-.‘S’uood hafi left him for the company of one

T-U furtlu'.r advised that it w.as common knowledge to DAYTON'S 
colleagues at the Massachusetts Institute of Technology that 
ho desired to place himself at another college or university

It 
Wris Informant's understanding that iDKUNO ROSSI; an outstanding .. 
cosmic ray scientist who knew of DAVTON's work at Echo lake 
h.ad suggested this visit to DEMOS. ROSSI, according to T-5, 
is a world authority on cosmic rays;. and the work of the 
High Altitude Laboratory at Echo Lake comes within the scope 
of his scientific research at 'MIT# 

According to T-^ DAYTON on arrival at Cambridge requested infor- 
mation as to whether or not his three year temporary appointment 
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would terminate this September 19?3, at which time he was 
advised by Massachusetts Institute of Technology authorities 
that it undoubtedly would. At that tijie DAYTON indicated 
he was thopgihg Aroriidufor another position and that an opening 
at the Tata Institute in Bombay, India, showed the best promise, 

T-5 stated that during the period of time Subject was at Cambridge, 
Massachusetts, he associated with all of the cosmic ray research 
group at along with other scientists in the same field who 

were in ‘rtttei^^Cama at the American Physical Society meetings, T-^ 
stated that DAYT(U‘a interest in these meetings appears to be 
implementing his scientific knowledge and at the same time DAYTON 
indicated he was looking for another position, T-5 stated that he 
had no contact with the Subject during the evening hours and said 
he had observed nothing unusual in the conduct of DAYTON during the 
period of time he was in Cambridge, Mass,
